This year then* will be upward of 1 ODD cars of California grapes 
sold here, according to tin* C. S. Department of agriculture. 
If tin* minimum propoli ion of 75 per cent juice grapes holds, that will be 1200 
cars, at. 2000 gallons of wine a car. 
The whole nation thi; year will make 125,000,000 gallons of California wine, 
in 1914, tin* total dome die and imported wine old in the 1’nited States was 
only 55,400,000 gallons. 
But 4,120,000 gallons i far from all the wine which 
will 
be made in tht* 
Cleveland district before the grapes are gone. Many of the California table 
grape are user! for wine; and there is the ‘domestic” crop-grapes brought in 
from Arkansas, Michigan, New York, R< nnsyhania and raised in Ohio. 
In 1925, Ohio produced 14,750 tons of grapes. Thi year the government es­ 
timate i - 2>4,700 tons.
